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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 6/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

It is noted that all elements of the invention are disclosed by Asao et al. and 
Radomski. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Radomski 
teaches that adding more pole members in the rotor will provide more electric power in 
column 1, lines 30-35. 

In addition, references may be combined although none of them explicitly 
suggests combining one with the other. In re Nilssen, 7 USPQ2d 1500 (Fed. Cir. 1989). 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
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within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971). 

Although Radomski uses permanent magnets instead of field coil, Asao et al. 
teaches to use field coil. Therefore, it is well known in the art that permanent magnets 
can be replaced with field coil and vice versa. 

Asao et al. shows the phase shifting in Figure 4 (30 degrees). Although Asao et 
al. does not show twin-coil rotor, claims 1 and 1 1 neither recite twin-coil rotor. It is 
noted that "two flux carrying segments" do not mean "twin-coil rotor". 

Even if the applicant does not limit the structure of windings and the length of the 
stator or rotor, the claims do not include any winding structures or stator and rotor 
length. 

As a result, the rejection is still deemed proper and repeated hereinafter. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Asao et al. (6,268,678) in view of Radomski (4,882,51 5). 

Regarding claim 1 , Asao et al. show a dynamoelectric machine comprising: 
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- A rotor composed of two flux carrying segments (22, 23), each segment 
having P/2 (8, P=16) claw poles, wherein P is an even number, and 

- N (2, Figure 4) independent sets of three-phase stator windings inserted in a 
plurality of slots defining a stator, each set of three-phase windings shifted 
from each other by pi/(3n) radians (Figure 4, n=2 giving 30 degrees). 

Asao et al. do not show a rotor composed of more than two flux-carrying 
segments. 

Radomski shows a rotor composed of more than two flux-carrying segments (70, 
72, 82, 86) for the purpose of generating more electrical energy at low speed. 

Since Asao et al. and Radomski are all from the same field of endeavor; the 
purpose disclosed by one inventor would have been recognized in the pertinent art of 
the others. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to make the rotor with more than two flux carrying 
segments as taught by Radomski for the purpose discussed above. 

Regarding claims 2-20, it is noted that Asao et al. and Radomski also show all of 
the limitations of the claimed invention.
